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ANMJAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE 

YEAR  1957 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1957. 

The  birth-rate  (11.8  per  1000  population)  is  the  lowest 
recorded  in  recent  years  and  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  l6.1  per  1000  population.  The  death 
rate  continues  above  the  national  figure  (11.5)  at  l6.8.  These 
two  factors  tend  to  aggravate  the  fall  of  population  in  the 
district.  Since  the  1951  census  figure  of  3 &07,  the  estimated 
population  has  now  fallen  to  3390. 

Minor  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  were  the  only 
infectious  diseases  of  note  during  the  year. 

In  the  field  of  environmental  hygiene  there  is  little  progress 
to  report.  The  new  water  scheme  for  the  upper  dale  remained  almost 
at  a standstill  during  the  year  and  it  will  be  at  least  i960  before 
completion  can  be  expected.  A series  of  wet  summers  have  enabled 
the  district  to  escape  any  water  shortage  but  this  good  fortune 
cannot  be  expected  to  last  for  ever. 

Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to-, 'the 
Members  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
cooperation  during  the  year.

The  details  of  staff  are  given  at  the  beginning  of  the 
report. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Friarage  Hospital,  Northallerton. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County  Council  supply 
ambulance  services  from  their  station  at  Bainbridge. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

Local  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  in  Northallerton  by 
the  Northallerton  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Newcastle 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  In  addition,  a number  of  residents 
receive  both  in-patient  and  out-patient  treatment  at  Lancaster 
and  Bradford  hospitals. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOMES 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Mid-wifery  service  is  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  County  Council,  with  the  day-to-day 
administration  being  dealt  with  by  the  Wensleydale  Area  Local 
Health  Sub-Committee.  Three  district  nurse/midwives  operate  in 
the  area. 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

The  equivalent  of  0,05  whole  time  Domestic  Helps  was  employed 
in  the  District  during  the  year  and  a total  of  10*+  hours  were 
worked.  It  is  very  difficult  to  recruit  domestic  helps  in  the  area. 
One  household  was  assisted. 

SECTION  C 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  scheme  to  utilise  the  Fossdale  springs  to  supply  High 
Shaw,  Simonstone,  Hardraw,  Sedbusk  and  Appersett  and  also  to 
augment  the  Hawes  Supply  made  hardly  any  progress  during  the  year. 
Whilst  the  scheme  has  been  approved  in  principal  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  by  the  County  Council  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  scheme  will  be  in  operation  before  I960.  I can 
only  reiterate  the  remarks  of  my  predecessor  that  the  existing 
supplies  in  the  upper  dale  constitute  a grave  danger  to  public 
health.  I should  add  that  the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  Council  are 
anxious  to  bring  in  this  new  scheme  to  provide  a safe  supply  of 
water  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

Details  about  the  supply  position  during  the  year  are  to  be 
found  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Section. 
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SEWERA GE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL- 

The  Disposal  Works  at  Carper by  have  been  reconstructed „ Two 
rotary  distributors,  fed  through  a dosing  chamber,  have  been 
installed  in  what  were  formally  fill  and  draw  tanks  converting 
them  into  percolating  filters,  A storm  tank  has  been  made  and 
the  settlement  tank  improved  to  give  better  settlement. 

The  works  are  now  producing  a reasonable  effluent  which 
could  be  further  improved,  if  it  is  thought  necessary,  by  the 
inclusion  of  a humus  tank  in  the  system. 

No  other  works  have  been  started  in  the  year  under  review 
and  the  villages  of  Askrigg,  Burtersett,  West  Burton  and  Thoralby 
are  in  need  of  a proper  system  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works.

Small-uox  Vaccination 

4-5$  of  the  children  born  during  the  year  were  notified  as 
having  been  vaccinated  against  small-pox  (57$  in  1955)*  Whilst 
the  figure  for  1957  is  below  that  for  the  previous  year?  it  is 
still  above  the  average  for  the  Country  at  the  present  time. 
Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  proceeded  steadily  throughout  the 
year.  The  comparatively  slow  rate  at  which  children  were  vaccinated 
was  due  to  the  uncertain  delivery  of  vaccine  often  in  very  small 
amounts.  However  by  the  end  of  the  year  some  31$  of  all  children 
aged  under  15  years  in  the  Wensleydale  Local  Health  Area  (of  which 
the  Aysgarth  Rural  District  is  part)  had  been  vaccinated  with  two 
injections.  The  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  in  the  Aysgarth 
Rural  District  is  higher  than  31$ 


It  is  anticipated  that  this  figure  will  be  doubled  by  the  end 
of  1958.

As  in  previous  years  most  of  the  water  samples  have  shown 
more  than  3" coliform  organisms  with  the  presence  of  faecal 
conforms  and  in  consequence  have  been  classified  as  unsatisiactory . 
There  can  be  no  question  of  an  improvement  in  this  direction  until 
the  various  supplies  are  chlorinated. 


Water  Shortages. 

In  the  month  of  June,  which  was  a fairly  dry  month  and 
followed  two  similar  months,  there  were  complaints  of  loss  o_ 
pressure  in  the  high  parts  of  Gayle  and  actual  shortage  at  Simon 
stone  and  Litherskew.  The  remainder  of  the  "summer"  was  wet  ana 
there  were  no  shortages  in  any  of  the  supply  areas.

It  is  estimated  that  60%  of  the  meat  consumed  in  the  Rural 
District  is  slaughtered  in  the  four  private  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district  sited  in  Hawes,  Gayle,  Aysgarth  and  Askrigg. 


The  butchers  have  continued  to  observe  their  obligation  to 
notify  the  slaughter  of  food  animals  other  than  sheep  and  it  has 
been  possible  to  inspect  all  animals  notified.  I have  endeavoured 
to  cooperate  with  the  butchers  and  I do  not  think  they  have  been 
inconvenienced  by  being  unable  to  take  meat  from  the  slaughterhouse 
because  it  had  not  been  inspected. 

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  was  *+85  compared  with 
361  last  year  and  the  number  of  visits  to  inspect  was  191  against 
184.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  position  is  little  different  from 
last  year. 


Unfit  meat  is  still  disposed  of  by  burial  on  the  Councils 
Refuse  Tips.  Whilst  this  method  of  disposal  leaves  much  to  be 
desired,  at  the  moment  no  alternative  can  be  offered.

Individual..  Unfit  Houses 

The  Council  undertook  to  deal  with  4l  houses  in  the  first  five 
years , 26  of  these  were  in  groups  of  two  or  more  and  15  were  single 
houses  likely  to  be  dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  ten  of  these  houses  had  been 
dealt  with , five  having  been  made  fit,  two  closed  informaly  pending 
their  being  made  fit,  one  had  been  demolished  and  two  had  been 
converted  into  garages. 

This  year  eight  houses  have  been  dealt  with,. two  have  been 
made  fit  by  the  owners  with  the  assistance  of  an  improvement  grant 
and  six  have  been  closed  formally. 


Clearance.  Areas . 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  part  of  the  Act.

During  the  year  the  Council  made  7 grants  in  respect  of  the 
improvement  of  houses  and  4 grants  in  respect  of  the  division  of 
houses  into  two.
